and illy ventilated. One building is 
located on East Sixth street, in a 
neighborhood that is notorious for its 
dissolute inhabitants. Objection is 
not only made to the necessity for 
schooling children in the midst of so 
much vice, but to the rule by which 
colored children are forbidden to at- 
tend any but the colored schools. They 
want to be allowed to attend any 
school which they may select,and force 
is given to this desire from the fact, 
which is pointed out, that the children 
uf the two races can be educated more 
economically together than separately 
Then it is also asserted that there are 
still laws upon the statute-books of 
the state which are calculated to keep 
up the race distinction. This the col- 
ored people, it is claimed, are deter- 
m i n e to see removed." 


The St. Louis Bepvbluian says that 
"why ex'Secretary Seward paid |7,- 
000,000 for Alaska is one of the things 
that nobody has ever been able to find 
OHt, but an apologist has just come to 
life who insists that we only paid 
about two cents an acre for the land 
we got, and it is a miserably mean 
country that will make a fues over 
anything as cheap as that. That is 
all well enough, but Alaska is very 
much like the ships Secor Robeson 
started to build, for, having got it, we 
have never Known what to do with it. 
We would have been just as well off 
if we had paid our seven millions f jr 
a fee simple title to a section uf the 
moon." 


The advices from the agricultural 
department at Washington about the 
crcps are of a very eucouragiug char- 
acter from every section of the coun- 
try. The wheat and oat crops are 
turning out even better than was ex- 
pected a month ago. The reports in 
regard to corn are improving every 
day. In the main, it is coming on 
rapidly and most favorably in spite of 
the backwaid start. The returns of 
the gra^s crop show it to be unusually 
heavy.

Our readers will remember a youth 
of 
saturnine countenance 
named 
Harry D. Ashton, who for a time 
flourished in the city. 
He was first 
proof reader on the Oazette, then city 
editor and finally telegraph editor of 
the same sheet, and afterwards exhib- 
ited his versatility by taking charge 
of the composing room of this paper, 
where he made so poor a success of it 
thst he went to Toledo. While here, 
Ashton, though an ill-favored fellow 
and encumbered with a wife who, 
however, he carefully kept seclud- 
ed 
in 
her 
apartments, "caught 
on" to numerous confiding females 
and generally to their- sorrow. The 
writer was for a long time associated 
with Ashton upon the morning paper 
and must say he found him a clever 
enough fellow personally, though as a 
general thing the young man was not 
liked about town and was mercilessly 
ridiculed by his confreres in journal- 
ism, who dubbed bin "Dromio," a 
nick name that clung to him during 
hifl residence here. At Toledo Ashton 
got hold of a Fargo (D. T.) Eepublican 
in which Mr. J. L. Colton, proprietor 
of the town site of Lisbon, Ransom 
county, D. T, and then postmaster of 
the town, advertised for a newspaper 
man to come there and start a paper 
in the interest of the town and coun- 
ty.

Harcourt, commen- 
ced a correspondence with Mr. Colton 
under the name of Ashton and then 
Harcourt, sending a telegram under 
tho former name and letters under the 
latter. Mr. Colton telegraphed the 
fellow to come oo, but prior to his 
arrival Mr. Colton received a letter 
from Mrs. Harcourt-Ash ton asking if 
her husband was there. Ashton went 
on and started the Lisbon Star, a copy 
of which is before us and purports to 
be the "oflScial organ of Ransom coun- 
ty." Another paper, the ¿iepublican, 
is also on our table and contains a 
long article exposing "Dromio's" lit- 
tle games in various parts of the 
country. It publishes a number of 
spicy letters from this city which we 
publish. 


Shortly after Ashton arrived at Lis- 
bon, Mr. Colton received the follow»

Regarding this letter the tiepuhlican 
eays: 
"Mr. Colton answered the 
girl's le'ters in a fatherly way, and 
Was willing to do anything in his 
power to help bring her paramour— 
OA Harcourt says he is, and has openly 
boasted of it in Lisbon—to justice^ 
Harcourt, seeing that Colton was 
about to withdraw his support from 
him, immediately joined hands with 
a gang of political bummers, who are 
personally and politically trying to 
crush Colton and bring disgrace upon 
our thriving little town, since which 
time he has kept up a tirade of abuse 
upon Mr. Oolton's public and private 
character as no honest man would 
stoop to. He has been urged on by
